FISHER-BERESFOAD ROW. 


| Quarrel In High Circles May Impair 
Efficiency of British Navy. 


The unpleasantness alleged between 
Lord Charles Beresford as Command- 
}erein-Chiel of the Channel fleet, and 
Sir John Fisher is attracting a great 
| deal of attention at the present time 
in the Mother Country, Tt ia felt that 
some steps will shortly be taken to 
relieve a situation which, if correct 
ly stated, may threaten the discipline 
and efficiency of the British navy. It 
in stated that in November last Sir 
Perey Scott, who commands the Firat 
Cruiser Squadron, made a signal 
which Lord Charles Beresford — not 
without reason — described as “con. 
temptuous in tone and insubordinate 
in character.” For this offence the 
Commande; in-Chief reprimanded Bir 
Percy Scott in the presence of a jun- 
lor officer, and caused the signal to 
be expunged from the log. 

Bince that time the personal rela- 
tlona between the two officers have 
become notorious, and it is common 
knowledge that Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford and Admiral Sir Perey Scott 
| have not been on speaking terms, not 
| withstanding that they hold. import 
ant commands in the same fleet 

The second incident, which carries 
the dispute into another and a higher 
quarter, is based on the report of the 
meeting between Sir John Fisher and 
Lord Charles Beresford at a recent 
levee an ineident which ts said to 
have been witnessed by several offi- 
corsa in His Majesty's service, who put 
upon it the only construction possible 
at the moment 

These incidents are but the visible 
symptoms of differences that have 
arisen between Lord Charles Berea. 
ford and some of his colleagues, The 
dificulty of dealing with them Is 
manifest. It ja not easy to decide 
where courtesy fails and deliberate of- 
fence begins The Admiralty can 
hardly be expected to take action in 
defence of the usual courtesies of 
life, but it is of paramount import 
ance to the Empire that the discipline 
of the British navy should be main- 
tained,

On dogree day this curious emblem 
is lowered from the gallery of the 
| Benate House, at the moment when 
the victim goes forward to receive his 
degree at the hands of the vice-chan- 
cellor, Attached to the handle, and

HAWAII'S GOATS. 


They Eat Up the Mountain Forests 
and Cause Floods, 

The wild goat of Hawaii In recent 
cars became a serious menace to ag- 
riculture in various parts of the ter 
ritory Secure among the almost in 
accessible cliffs of the mountains, 
thousands of these nimble | animals 
find a congenial home, and, although 
no systematic efforts have as yet been 
inaugurated for exterminating them, 
they are nevertheless extremely wary 
and’ difficult to approach, 

California and Australia have had 
their scourges of rabbits, and various 
western states still have thelr trou 
bles in combating prairie dogs and 
gophers, but these pests injure the az- 
riculturist directly by attacking his 
growing crops, while, on the other he nd, 
the goats of Hawall do the same thing 
indirectly by ruining the mountain for- 
ests, which conserve the rainfall on 
which the water for irrigation pur- 
poses is dependent. This was not for 
a long time appreciated, but of late 
years, with the rapid Increase In the 
number of goats, it has become very 
apparent. In some sections of the 
mountain districts, once heavily wood 
ed, there is how senrecely any vegeta- 
tion at all, due solely to the destruc 
tive feeding of the gonts. 

Goat hunting ts a popular diversion 
in some parts of the territory and as a 
sport Is by no means to be 4: splsed. 
Although the animals are numerous, 
it requires some hard tramping and 
climbing to get to their haunts, and 
then a true aim and good eye for dis 
tance in order to have much sucvess, 
Occasionally parties are organized and 
a week or more spent in goat shooting, 
with the result that sometimes several 
hundred are siaugttered. Were it not 
for the injurious characteriatics of the 
little animals the siaaghter would seem 
wanton in the extreme, for no value is 
placed on the carcass, and it Is usually 
left where it falis. Indeed, the charac- 
ter of the mountains would often make 
it dificult to secure the quarry after 
it is shot, and it Is only tn case of an 
especially large animal, which the 
hunter may desire to secure as a tro 
phy, that any attempt is ever made to 
recover the body. 

The fact that there seems to be no 
market for the skins prevents ‘heir 
being hunted for any other parpone 
than the sport or in order to reduce 
thelr numbers where they have be 
come especially troublesome, Could 
some use be found for the akina, there 
fs no doubt that a great number could 
be secured at little cost. The gonts 
are of the common, back yard, tin can 
eating variety transplanted here yeors 
ago, and, finding the conditions eape- 
cially congenial, they have Increased 
very rapidly after breaking away from

Punishment Has No Place in 
the New System of Training 


> 

COLLEGE course for horses—that is 
4 what is being established in many 

places in America. In other words, 
the Baucher methad of training is béing 
adopted. Comparatively new to this country, 
it has long been in usé on the continent of 
Europe, and accomplishes truly: wonderful 
results, 

Briefly, the Baucher method substitutes 
science for brute force; kindness for cruelty. 
dt teaches the horse to balance himself, to 
carry himself properly, and to place himself 
of siticn to execute whatever command the 
rider may give him. It enables the rider to 
control his mount at all times, to make rebel- 
lion impossible. 

Punishment has no place in this course 
of education. Instead, the intercst and sym- 
pathy of the horse are enlisted. He is taught 
to be obedient, not ruined by the cruel and in- 
judicious use of whip and spur, 


UR Enaiteh cousins, from whom much of our 
hereemanship te inherited, have always frowned 
on the Higher education of the horse They 
teach him to walk, trot and canter, to back and 

sidestep, and perhaps to rotate on his front 
That is about as much training as they co " a 
sary or advisable, If he takes kindly to it, well and good. 
If he doesn't, he te frequently ruined by punishment 

Ow own Western methods are even harsher. A green 
pony ls corraled, a huge saddle thrown on him, a cruel bit 
Jammed Mito tile Mouth, and then a cowpuncher ellmbe 
aboard and tortures him into submission with a quirt and 
rowels that bring blood. After he has been thoroughly 
subjecte' he learns to round up eattie, He braces him- 
self when @ steer is roped, and keeps the lariat taut. This 
completes bis education 

Directly the opposite of these methods te that of 
Bavehe:, which has long been In use on the continent of 
Kurope, and which ts gaining ground in America, Whoet 
it accomplishes may be seen by visiting the farm of 
George MeMenamin, near Valley Forge, Pa 

When « stranger walke déwn the re leading to hle 
house, the horses in a fleld to the right come over to the 
fence to Inspect the neweamer, If he manifests a friendly 
lgtereet they will poke thelr noses over the fence to be 
petted. And when he leaves, after having seen horses of

HEAD THE “BALANCE WHEEL" - 


“The head," Mr, McMenamin will tell you, ‘ta the 
‘govergor,’ or “balance wheel,’ of a horse, The cardinal 
prive ft Haucher'’s method is to teach him to balance 
himself, in hie natural state he carries no burden, 
Therefore, when you place a man on his back, you muat 
teach him to carry himself so that hia eenter of gravity 
falla where the saddle is placed, 

"Then, when you have a duty for him to perform, you

It ought to punish 
severoly those who abuse the power 
of a superior race and, above all, 
those why demoralize it by the sale 
of liquer or who, as sometimes ha 
pena, behave ill to native women, fi 
ought to be our aim to compel those 
who go forth from among us into non- 
Christian races to set a better exam- 
ple of conduct worthy of civilized 
men than many have done. The time 
in. which we live is a eritical time, 
not only critical for ourselves, but 
critical for the relations of the ad- 
vanoed to the semi-civilized peoples,

QUINCE SEED IN VOGUE. 


What Mrs. James Grown Potter Gays 
About This Beautifier, 

Quince seed preparations enjoy an ex- 
tensive vogue on the continent of Bu- 
rope for whitening both the bands and 
face, replacing the cucumber, tose and 
other creams uved In the British Isles, 
says Mra, James Brown Potter, 

The advantage of the quime seed 
preparations ts that they are easily 
made and soften the skin without being 
ativky, like other mucilages, or greasy, 
like olotments, The disadvantage ta 
that they do not keep for more than 
one month, 

Mucilage of quince seed is made by 
soakiog the seeds in water,.In France 
the official preparation is made with 
one part of the seed in ten of water, 
the muciiage being mixed with water 
when required for use, In the Belgian 
aud Portuguese offictal preparations 
one part of seed is used for a hufdred 
of water, the mucilage being applied 
undiluted to the skin, 

Quince lotion is made by putong four 
drama of bruised quince seed into a 
pint of water, simmering, with ocea- 
sional stirring, till it is reduced to half 
a plot; strain and all four ounces of 
giycerin and acent If desired, There 
in no better preparation for whitening 
the hands, A little is smeared on after 
washing. Some, however, use it In 
place of washing with soap and water, 
All excess ta wiped off and the bands 
dried, 

Quince creams are used as tollet 
creams, usually at bedtime, and are 
very comforting after exposure to a hot 
sun. Sufficient to just molsten the skin 
is applied with a soft rag. 


HEALTH AND BEAUTY.

Folding Before Ironing,

place It on the table fromt uppermost, 
Straighten the cuffs, one over each 
side of the front, and fold the neck- 
band over on the front.

HAY BOX COOKING. 


A Boon to Bachelor Girls and Apart- 
ment Dwellers. 

A hay box which works like a charm 
has been made by a housekeeper out 
of a large wooden cracker box. She 
was veryecareful to select one without 
knotholes, through which the beat 
could escape, and she had the carpen- 
ter fit the cover with hinges. Then 
she put im a lining of asbestus, gluing 
it to the fuside of the box. This is 
much better than newspapers, she says, 
Then she put in plenty of good fresh 
hay, which she renews every two or 
three weeks, 

The kettle in which she cooks her 
dinner is pift in this nest of hay, and 
a hay pillow with a covering of cotton 
Datting that just fits the top of the 
box is laid over it, and the cooker is 
ready for business. 

Really ornamental cookers which 
look like a shirt waist box or a book- 
case are a boon to bachelor girls and 
those who live In small quarters where 
everything must be In company dress 
all the time. The food is merely start- 
ed on the ofl stove or tiny gas burner 
and then tucked apparently in the 
bookcase to cook peacefully till din- 
her time. , 

A woman who bas used such a stove 
gives the following directions for pre 
paring beef a la mode: She advises a 
blece of from four to six pounds, Aft- 
er wiping and trimming it.tarn spiced 
vinegar over it and let it stand for 
several hours, turning it now and 
then. Then score it in places, run tn 
strips of lard and brown it In a fry- 
Ing pan with some slices of carrots 
and minced onion, Put the meat into 
the pot In which It is to be finally 
cooked, nearly cover it with, water 
and let it boil for twehty milnutes. 
Put In a small bag of mixed herbs and 
pack away in the box for at ‘east eight 
hours. When ready to serve the gravy 
should be thickened with a little flour. 

Another woman says that she has 
great luck making steamed puddings 
in her hay box. Any favorite recipe 
may be used. Put batter Into pound 
baking powder cans, filling them half 
full, cover, place them In kettle-and 
pour. as much boiling water around 
them as the kettle will hold or until 
the cans threaten to tip over. Boll one 
half hour on the atove and place in box 
at least four hours, If larger cans are 
used give an extra heur, The batter 
should be made a little stiffer than 
usual. Do not jar the box after pud- 
ding ts In.

PROVERBIAL BRITISH COIN WAS 
LAST MINTED IN 1813. 


Poets Who Bravely Talk of the Coin 
Never Saw One—Sd Called Be 
cause of the Place Whence the 
Gold Cams Was Subject to Vio- 
lent Fluctuations In Value—-First 
Coined In 1663. 


With poet’s license Tennyson tells 
us how “the jingle of the guinoa 
helps the hurt that honor fecle.” It 
is doubtful if the poet ever heard a 


néa jingle, and certainly few of 
So rede of “Locksley Hall” have 
ever set eyes on that coin. 

And yet—such is the force of habit 
—we talk about guineas and reckon 
in ineas, and read about the 
fine! ng of guineas without ever ask- 
ing ourselves why a coin which is no 
longer a coin persists in lingual cur- 
rency, not only poetic but popular. 

The last guinea issued from the 
mint bears date 1813; groate and 
maundies were copied in the era of 
Victoria; why, then, has mankind 
including the poe forgotten all 
about ¢ latter and clung to the 
former? There seems no obvious 
reason. 

It may be because the guinea had 
#0 1 # reign, or because the word 
itself is “catchy,” or because sellers 
have found readier customers for 
goods at “one guinea” than for goods 
at “one-pound one.” 

It wae in the reign of Charles IT, 
to be exact, in the year 1663, that 
the first golden guinea was brought 
into the world. It was part of a new 
coinage made in a new way, for it 
was milled, a device to prevent clip- 

ing, which, indeed, had been in- 
tr uced in Elizabeth's time, but 
soon abandoned. 

There were five-guinea, two-guinea, 
penee and half-cuinea pieces, and 
hey were so named because many of 
them were made from — brought 
from Guinea by the “ mag of 
Royal Adventurers of England Trad- 
ing Into Africa.” In allusion, pro- 
bably, to thie company’s arms, the 
King ordered that the pieces should 
bear the image of “a little white 
elephant which Wee intend as a 
marke of distinction from the reat of 
our gold and silver monies, and an 
incouragement unto the said Com- 
pany in the importing of gold and 
silver to be coined.” 

On some of the coins, too, there is 
a castle, and the reason of this may 
be that in 1666 Sir Robert Holmes 
captured in Schelling Bay 160 Duteb 
sali containing bullion and gold duat 
from Cape Coast Castle, in Guinea, 
and that this booty found its way 
into the mint. The exploit is cele- 
prnteg in Dryden's “Annus Mira 

ilis.” 

It_ is curious, in the light of this 
incident, that the guineas were cut 
by a Dutehman named John Roet- 
tier, who competed forthe work with 
an Englishman, Thomas Simon, and 
beat him; while a foreigner again, 
the Frenchman Blopdeau, had charge 
of the milling apparatus, Simon was 
disgusted at his defeat, and to show 
that he waa really the better man 
made and to the King what 
came to be known aa the “Petition 
Crow.” The King, however, ignored 
this appeal, 

The new coinage, apparently, caus- 
ed no little atir, for the two immortal 
diarists of that day both mention it, 
“Now itwas,” wrote Evelyn on March 
9, 1664, “that the fine new milled 
coin, h of white money and 

ulnoas, was established”; and Pepys 

lia us how “There dined with us 
today (March 6 10663) Mr. Sngehy, 
of the Mint, who showed us all the 
new pieces, both of gold and ailver, 
that were made for the King by 
Blondeau’s way; and compared them 
with those made for Oliver, The pic 
tures of the latter made by Symons 
(Simun), and of the King by one 
Rotyr (Roettier), a German, I think, 
that dined with us also.” 

The guinea, moreover, or rather 
the elephant upon the reverse side 
to that which bore the bust ef 
Charles IT, receives notice in Mar 
voll’s prose; where he speaks of a 
“great little animal,” which “waa on 
a sudden turned co yellow and grown 
withal so unwieldy that he might 
have passed current for the elephant 
upon a guinny”, and popular com. 
binations of the word quickly arose, 
such as  Suneearepese, | a cheat 
who practiced the trick of dropping 
counterfeit colina, and “guinea-hen, 
& courtesan, 

Our forefathers had much trouble 
with the coinage. Sometimes they 
could not get metal enough to coin; 
sometimes the.market value of the 
metal used for colming was such that 
men found it profitable to melt down 
their money and eel) it in bulk; 
sometimes kings, notably Henry 
VIIL,, debased the coinage; and, until 
milling became the rule, clipping was 
of constant practice, 

Bilver was the sole standird until 
1816, and consequently the golden 


uinea was subject to market fluctua | 


ions, according to the condition of 
the silver coin, It started its history 
at the value ot 20 shillings, then rose 
ds high as 90, and at other times 
was equal to 26, 22 and 20 shillings 
and sixpence 

Pepys, in 1666, quotes ; 
to the effect “that ginnsa which

me 28d; and but very few to be had 
at any price.” Parliament finally 
took the matter up, and by John 
Locke's advice the guinea was fixed, 
in 1717, at 21 shillings, at whieh it 
remained until 1815, when it ceased 
to be issued, and yielded ite place 
to the sovereign, which, by the way 
it had criginally displaced,

What, then, are the indications of the 
mad dog? To those familiar with a 
given dog the surest symptom and the 
one which should excite closest atten- 
tion Is a distinct and unaccountable 
change tn the dog’s disposition, a staid 
dog becoming excitable and a frisky 
one dull, That condition does not nec 
essarily mean rabies, but it is sus- 
piclous, and if in addition the dog has 
trouble In swallowing, as though | 
seemed to have a bone in its throat, 
beware!

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CHILDS IDEAL DAY. 
Little One Must Rise as Soon as Me 
Wakes. 

“From his eartiest years,” says Bd- 
win Collins, latter day exponent of 
Rousseau's theory that a child must 
not be taught systematically until 
twelve years old, “the little one must 
tise as soon as he awakes, though on 
ho account must he be awakened pre- 
maturely. After a bath he must go 
straight out Into the garden, and there, 
if possible, eat a substantial meal of 
as much wholesome food as appetite 
suggests. The child may then ask 
questions, and these should be an- 
swered, Then, as in the philosophy of 
the great Socrates, other subjects will 
suggest themselves. These must be 
pursued so long as there is no slack- 
ening of intérest. Let me suggest a 
concrete example: The morning pray- 
fs may suggest Bible history, This, 
In turn, will oper out topics of general 
history; then the untrained mind may 
wander off Into geography and even 
hygiene. The child must play, too, as 
his fancy dictates, Dumbbells and 
aystematized athletic exercises I do 
nut recommend, except in the case of 
stooping or deformed children, and 
under the advice of a health specialist. 
The fiext variation In the child's day 
is to listen to the reading of poetry, if 
he chooses. Arithmetic and the multi 
plication tables be learns during his 
play with matches and marbles. If 
the child wants to eat, let him have 
plenty of wholesome food, and at noon 
or shortly afterward a full meat din- 
her, | am no faddist, but I disagree 
with giving a child tea, coffee or atim- 
wianta. At the age of ten or eleven 
years, however, this rule may be re- 
laxed. A short rest, out of doors, fol- 
lows the midday meal, and then, again 
provided the child is not unwilling, a 
long walk ia advantageous.
